LONG TITLE
General Description:

This bill provides for the collection of a prepaid wireless 911 service charge from a
prepaid wireless customer at the point of retail sale.

» provides for the collection of a prepaid wireless 911 service charge from a prepaid
wireless customer at the point of retail sale;

» describes the responsibilities of a seller to collect the charge from a customer and to
remit the charge to the State Tax Commission;

» describes the responsibilities of the State Tax Commission in collecting and
distributing money collected from the prepaid wireless 911 service charge;

» allows a seller and the State Tax Commission to each retain a portion of money
collected from the charge for administration; and

» makes technical changes.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the state of Utah:

Section 1. Section 69-2-5.7 is enacted to read:

69-2-5.7. Prepaid wireless telecommunications charge to fund 911 service.

(1) As used in this section:

(a) "Consumer" means a person who purchases prepaid wireless telecommunications

service in a transaction.

(b) "Prepaid wireless 911 service charge" means the charge that is required to be

collected by a seller from a consumer in the amount established under Subsection (2).

(c) 1) "Prepaid wireless telecommunications service" means a wireless

telecommunications service that:

(A) is paid for in advance:

(B) is sold in predetermined units of time or dollars that decline with use in a known

amount or provides unlimited use of the service for a fixed amount or time; and
(C) allows a caller to dial 911 to access 911emergency telephone service.

(i) "Prepaid wireless telecommunications service" does not include a wireless

telecommunications service that is billed:

(A) to a customer on a recurring basis: and

(B) in a manner that includes the emergency services telecommunications charges,

described in Sections 69-2-5, 69-2-5.5, and 69-2-5.6, for each radio communication access line

assigned to the customer.

(d) "Seller" means a person that sells prepaid wireless telecommunications service to a

consumer.

(e) "Transaction" means each purchase of prepaid wireless telecommunications service

from a seller.

(f) "Wireless telecommunications service" means commercial mobile radio service as

defined by 47 C.F.R. 20.3, as amended.

(2) There is imposed a prepaid wireless 911 service charge of 1.9% of the sales price

per transaction.
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(3) The prepaid wireless 911 service charge shall be collected by the seller from the

consumer for each transaction occurring in this state.

(4) The prepaid wireless 911 service charge shall be separately stated on an invoice,

receipt, or similar document that is provided by the seller to the consumer.

(5) For purposes of Subsection (3), the location of a transaction is determined in
accordance with Sections 59-12-211 through 59-12-2135.

(6) When prepaid wireless telecommunications service is sold with one or more other

products or services for a single non-itemized price, then the percentage specified in Section
(2) shall apply to the entire non-itemized price.

(7)_A seller may retain 3% of prepaid wireless 911 service charges that are collected by

the seller from consumers as reimbursement for the cost of billing, collecting, and remitting the
charge.

(8) Prepaid wireless 911 service charges collected by a seller, except as retained under
Subsection (7), shall be remitted to the State Tax Commission at the same time as the seller
remits to the State Tax Commission money collected by the person under Title 59, Chapter 12,
Sales and Use Tax Act.

(9) The State Tax Commission:

(a) shall collect, enforce, and administer the charge imposed under this section using
the same procedures used in the administration, collection, and enforcement of the state sales

and use taxes under:

(1) Title 59. Chapter 1. General Taxation Policies; and

(ii) Title 59, Chapter 12, Part 1, Tax Collection, except for:

(A) Section 59-12-104;

(B) Section 59-12-104.1:

(C) Section 59-12-104.2;

(D) Section 59-12-107.1; and

(E) Section 59-12-123;

(b) may retain up to 1.5% of the prepaid wireless 911 service charge revenue collected

under Subsection (9)(a) as reimbursement for administering this section;

(c) _shall distribute the prepaid wireless 911 service charge revenue, except as retained

under Subsection (9)(b), as follows:
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90 (1) _80.3% of the revenue shall be distributed to each county, city, or town in the same

91 percentages and in the same manner as the entities receive money to fund 911 emergency

92  telecommunications services under Section 69-2-5:

93 (i1) 9.2% of the revenue shall be distributed to fund the Poison Control Center as in
94  Section 69-2-5.5; and
95 (i11) 10.5% of the revenue shall be distributed to fund the statewide unified E-911

96 emergency service as in Section 69-2-5.6; and

97 (d) may make rules in accordance with Title 63G, Chapter 3, Utah Administrative

98  Rulemaking Act, to administer, collect, and enforce the charges imposed under this section.

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FISCAL NOTE

SHORT TITLE: Prepaid Wireless 911 Service Charge

SPONSOR: Dee, B. 2011 GENERAL SESSION, STATE OF UTAH|

STATE GOVERNMENT (UCA 36-12-13(2)(b))
By imposing a new prepaid wireless service tax, enactment of this bill increases $2,900 in FY 2012 and
$3,000 in FY 2013 to the State Poison Control Center and $3,300 in FY 2012 and $3,400 in FY 2013 to
the statewide E-911. The Tax Commission will keep about 0.8% of the revenue collected to cover the

costs of collection, which amounts to $300 in FY 2012 and FY 2013.

LOCAL GOVERNMENTS (UCA 36-12-13(2)(c))
Local governments will see an increase in revenue from the prepaid wireless tax increase of $24,900 in
FY 2012 and $26,300 in FY 2013.

DIRECT EXPENDITURES BY UTAH RESIDENTS AND BUSINESSES (UCA 36-12-13(2)(d))
Businesses collecting the new tax are allowed to keep 3% of the amount remitted, which amounts to
$1,000 in FY 2012 and FY 2013. About 129,400 individuals are expected to pay, in any given year, the

non-recurring tax totaling $31,400 in FY 2012 and $33,000 in FY 2013.
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
